In ordering th e return of th e vast 
patroleum field to th e government, 
th e h igh est court h eld th at “all th e 
facts and circumstances require” a 
finding th at th e lease and agreement 
attending its transfer

fraudulently by means of a collusion 
and conspiracy ” between th e wealth y 
oil operator and Albert B. Fall as in­ 
terior secretary . 
Fall will come to trial with Sin­ 
clair next Monday in th e District of 
Columbia supreme court and in ask­ 
ing for th pir conviction of conspiracy 
todefniud th e government, special oil 
coutfcil -will presenUt*) th e trial jury 
substantially th e same set of facts 
upon wh ich th e U. S. supreme court 
predicted its findings.

Some surprise was manifest th at 
th e court h anded down its decision 
in advance of th e criminal trial, but 
th e ruling itself was wh at h ad been 
previously h ad found for th e govern­ 
ment in th e equally celebrated case 
expected since th e h igh est tribuna/ 
naval oil reserve in California to Ed- 
involving th e lease of th e Elk Hills 
ward L. Doh eny .

“Th e lease and 
supplemental agreement were fraud­ 
ulently made to circumvent th e law 
and to defeat public policy . 
Wh eth er Fall was bribed by th e 
pay ments of liberty 
bonds

during or after th e negotiations for 
th e Teapot Dome lease, th e supreme 
court did not undertake to say , since 
the g o v ernment did not ch arge brib­ 
ery in this case.

composed of local men. 
Accordingly the attorney got 
in touch with the local men, who 
set a figure.

out of the lease of Teapot Dome, Har 
ry F. Sinclair lost in the supreme 
court Monday 
at Washington 
his 
fight 
to retain 
possession 
of that 
naval reserve in Wyoming. 
In ordering the return of the vast 
patroleum field to the government, 
the highest court held that “all the 
facts and circumstances require” a 
finding that the lease and agreement 
attending its transfer 
were 
“made 
fraudulently by means of a collusion 
and conspiracy” between the wealthy 
oil operator and Albert B. Fall as in­ 
terior secretary. 
Fall will come to trial with Sin­ 
clair next Monday in the District of 
Columbia supreme court and in ask­ 
ing for thgir conviction of conspiracy 
to;defraud the government, special oil 
compel will plesentitb the trial jury 
substantially the same set of facts 
upon which the U. S. supreme court 
predicted its findings. - 
Some surprise was manifest that 
the court handed down its decision 
in advance of the criminal (trjel, but 
the ruling itself was what had been 
previously had found for the govern­ 
ment in the equally celebrated case 
expected since the highest tribuna/ 
naval oil reserve in California to Ed- 
involving the lease of the Elk Hills 
ward L. Doheny.

tails and the fact that Sinclair ob­ 
tained quit claims from two oil com­ 
panies which insisted that they had 
rights in Teapot Dome, the Prairie
